TO GAIN UP-TO-MINUTE GOJ VIEWS ON PRESIDENTIAL VISIT PRIOR 
TO DEPARTURE TO US. AMBASSADOR STRESSED THAT PLANNING ON 
US PART STILL IN FORMATIVE STAGE AND THAT OPERATIONAL 
DECISIONS ON DETAILS OF PROGRAM UNLIKELY TO JELL UNTIL 
ADVANCE TEAMS ARRIVE.

DISPOSAL OF PRESIDENT IS ONE OWNED BY IMPERIAL HOUSEHOLD. 

WHEN AMBASSADOR SUGGESTED THAT PRESIDENT MIGHT BRING OWN 
AUTOMOBILE, GOJ REPRESENTATIVES RAISED NO OBJECTION.
